The attribution to Thomas Wyon is most 
speculative and the word "Inventor" is, in my opinion, ridicu¬ 
lous. I believe Ingraham is still the best bet and Russell Rulaw 
had assembled considerable information about him.

Colonial News Letter, but wish it had a broader oiroulation by 
being a page or two in The Numismatist every month.

I was out of town when your picture of the copper plate of 
the Union Bank arrived. You asked what I thought about It. 

It Is obvious that the quality of engraving is extremely 
crude, particularly the shield design and the lettering. It is far 
below the standard then available. The plate therefore appears to be 
a counterfeit plate. 

A second basis for the conclusion Is that the plate Is a 
single note plate. Engraved plates for banknotes had 4 or more subjects 
on a plate at this time, so that printing by sheet could be undertaken. 
This has rounded comers, etc.. Indicating it was not cut from a larger 
sheet of copper. 

I see no problem in auctioning it as it was a source of 
counterfeits contemporary with the circulation of genuine bills. 

A North Carolina plate from a 1748 issue sold for $1,250.00 
in England last year. 

I would like a glossy print if you can make up one. You 
can make a negative from the first negative and produce a properly 
reading positive.

Much as we would 
have liked to start over from scratch in arrangement and numbering, this would have 
taken far too long to assure a catalog for sale by the 1998 Holiday season, and it 
would undoubtedly anger collectors and dealers who have been accustomed to the 
Baker enumeration for well over a century. We do thank all those whose suggestions 
were received!

In the meantime, by the way, I have received and forwarded on to Russ Rulau your recent 
note concerning your willingness to cooperate on the “Medallic Portraits of Washington"’ 
update which is presently in preparation. I’m certain you'll be hearing from Russ relative 
to your offer, as I am certain he would value your input, however limited it might be. 

In the event we are not in contact again in the interim, I look forward to seeing you again 
at the ANS Council meeting on July 18.
